The glance is peoetrating, and he
who maoeets it feels that Gould is not doe-
pending on what he says, but s seeking
to analyze his words,  His keen bluck
eyes give great foree to his inquiring
looks, but there is no stare about them,
He raises his eyes quickly and appar-
ently casually,  but  penctratingly.
When he asks u question he is very de-
liberate in his speech.

He speaks in o low, pleasant tone, and
his questions wee usunlly framed in a
fow words. It is & habit of his to allow
the person secking him to do the talk-
ing and to confine himsolfl to unswering
questions  put to him. He isall the
while apparently giving the closest at-
tention and weitthing curefully all that
is suid.

He is non-committal. and very ravely
mukes up his mind to do or not to do a
thing while the conversation is in pro-
press. e will say that he would like
to considor the matter, or would be glad
to gee the person again on the subject,

It is rarely that Gould transaets any-
thing in the way of physical businpess
in nis oftice, hut he is capably of laying
out enough work mentally in hall an
hour to kcep n score of vlerks busy for a
fortnight,  He soldom looks after de-
tails, bat having lixed his mind on the
gencral scope of o plan, if he approves
It he orders it to be cirried out by ex-
perioncod managers.

He is quick in the transaetion of his
business, and if he sparves an hour for
Lthe consideration of any one subject jt
must be of more than ordinarey Tiport-
anee. e hos little comtimnieation with
the people aboul him in business.  His
views in regard o all ealealations or
operations which  he controls or von-
trols are conveyed through his son,
Guoovee J. Gould,

Gouldlikesthesocioty of his cmployes,
and is comparatively genvrousto thom.
